SECOND ARTICLE ON THE 
FUTURE WATER SUPPLY 

The California Water 
plan {Feather River Water) 
was conceived and bonds 
voted for tire purpose of 
bringing a necessary addi¬ 
tional supply of water to 
Southern California. This 
water will be brought to two 
reservoirs, one at Castaic 
and one near San Bernar¬ 
dino, by the State of Cali¬ 
fornia. From the State lines 
the water must be brought 
to Sierra Madre. As pointed 
out, once the water is in 
Sierra Madre, it will be dis¬ 
tributed by the City of Sierra 
Madre. 

Since the two ends of the 
water supply have been de¬ 
termined, the remaining ma¬ 
jor decision then is how will 
the water be carried from 
the State Aqueduct to the 
City Reservoirs. There are 
two possible arrangements 
which appear to be feasible. 
The one would involve the 
Cities and Municipal Water 
Districts constructing their 
own line, and the second 
would involve the Cities and 
Municipal Water Districts 
joining the Metropolitan 
Water District, which has 
been supplying Colorado 
River Water to Southern 
California for many years, 
and using the MWD facili¬ 
ties. 

The first plan, which was 
recommended in April, 1962, 
by both of the two indepen¬ 
dent engineering firms who 
are studying the water 
needs of the San Gabriel 
Valley, was for the Cities 
and Water Districts in the 
San Gabriel Valley to band 
together and to construct a 
line from the State Aque¬ 
duct to the San Gabriel Val¬ 
ley and then to spread the 
water into the underground 
basin; then for the Cities 
and private water compa¬ 
nies to pump the water out 
and into their water sys¬ 
tems. This recommendation 
was based on both the low¬ 
est possible cost and the 
desirability of getting North¬ 
ern California Water in the 
San Gabriel Basin rather 
than the much less desirable 
Colorado River Water. 

At the same time it was 
recommended that the San 
Gabriel Valley meet with 
the Metropolitan Water Dis¬ 
trict to see if both of these 
desires, lowest cost and 
Northern Water, could be 
achieved through joining to 
Metropolitan. 

On October 16, 1962, Mr. 
Stetson of one of the en¬ 
gineering firms studying the 
San Gabriel Valley problem, 
furnished a supplemental 
and final report. This report 
reversed the earlier recom¬ 
mendation and recommend¬ 
ed the second choice noted 
above, namely joining Met¬ 
ropolitan, be used. The Octo¬ 
ber recommendation was 
based on four major factors; 
(1) That revised cost esti¬ 
mates from both the State 
and Metropolitan had 
changed any cost advantage 
and that it would appear 
that costs would be the same 
whether a direction connec¬ 
tion was used or the Valley 
joined Metropolitan; f2) 
That Metropolitan had stat¬ 
ed that they would construct 
a Northern California Water 
line into the San Gabriel 
Valley; (3) That on occa¬ 
sion Metropolitan had ex¬ 
cess, untreated water avail¬ 
able, which could be used 
to replenish the under¬ 
ground basin, at a price 
which would make it sub¬ 
stantially cheaper than the 
costs to be reached by direcl 
connection by the San Ga¬ 
briel Valley; (4) That Met¬ 
ropolitan would' have Colo¬ 
rado River Water available 
immediately if some areas 
would run short before 
Northern California Water 
was available in 1972.

Sales Up 

R. H. Moulton, State Sav¬

Big Taxpayer 
Pays Taxes 

One of Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty’s biggest single taxpay¬ 
ers — Southern California 
Edison Company — pre¬ 
sented its check for $15,108,- 
050.02 Monday, Dec. 10, as 
the first installment of local 
property taxes for 1962-63. 

Along with the next in¬ 
stallment which will be 
paid next April, the total of 
property taxes for the in¬ 
vestor-owned electric c o m - 
pany in this county alone 
will reach $22,236,934.33, ac¬ 
cording to Paul J. Langlie, 
Edison’s district manager. 

More than half of this 
amount goes directly toward 
the support of public schools 
in Los Angeles County. 

Combined Edison property 
tax payments for 1962-63 in 
13 counties of central and 
southern California will to¬ 
tal $44,008,703.26, ho report¬ 
ed. 

“Taxes still are our larg¬ 
est single item of expense, 
amounting to 25 cents out of 
every dollar of revenue,” he 
said. “Edison’s tax pay¬ 
ments to all levels of gov¬ 
ernment last year totaled 
$83,861,032.”

He indi- i 
cated, using a census map, 
the ghetto concentrations of 
minority groups in Los An¬ 
geles County and discussed 
the housing, educational, 
and health problems as¬ 
sociated with such confined 
living conditions. “To intel¬ 
ligently solve these prob¬ 
lems, we must approach 
them together,” he said, “as 
concerned citizens, regard¬ 
less of our difference of 
race.” 

Mr. Greene, who has ap¬ 
peared on a "IV debate with 
Malcolm X of the Black 
Muslims, spoke of the de¬ 
veloping ferment within the 
Negro community, the 
“greatest since Reconstruc¬ 
tion.” “It takes two forms,” 
he said, “Sepratism, Black 
Supremacy, Extremism, as 
represented by the Black 
Muslims. As any extremist 
view, it will fail." The other 
form is one of moderate in¬ 
tegration with other seg¬ 
ments of the larger society. 
Mr. Greene identified him¬ 
self and other associated 
with Assemblyman - elect 
Mervyn Dymally (D-53AD) 
with this latter approach. 

Before coming to Califor¬ 
nia, Mr. Greene served as an 
Information Specialist first 
with the United States Air 
Force in Korea and then 
with the State Department. 
He also was a field repre¬ 
sentative for CORE in the 
Southeastern States. Mrs. 
Greene was also a guest of 
the club.
